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THE COSBY FAMILY WHO LIVED IN YORK 
COUNTY VIRGINIA DURING THE 1700'S 

To Future Cosby Researchers: 

I am a descendant of the Cosbys who were tobacco manufacturers 
in Danville in the 1800's. John Hamilton Cosby was my great 
grandfather. His father was Charles Cosby (CharlesA because he 
married Ann Mattox in Richmond.). CharlesA came to Danville from 
Petersburg Va. around 1837. 

CharlesA's father was also Charles Cosby (CharlesS because he 
married Susannah Firth of New Kent Co.). I currently believe 
CharlesS arrived in Petersburg Va. from New Kent Co. Va. around 
1810 and lived in Blandford during the last part of his life. 
CharlesS died around 1817 in Petersburg. But now we hit the 
questions that are the core of my current research efforts. Who 
were CharlesS' parents? Where was he born? When was he born? 

It is believed his father was also named Charles. 

My family has always said we were descended from the Stradbally. 
Hall Cosbys but we have never been able to prove the direct line. 
One family story was that we descended from orphans in York Co. 

I decided to follow this thought and research the York Co. Cosbys 
because there were four orphans in the 1750's -1790's living in 
and around the Williamsburg, Yorktown Felsgate Creek area. 

However, I now believe that the above decision was a mistake. 
After a year of research I have found that John, the eldest of 
the orphans, died just before 1786 and did not have a child named 
Charles, the second orphan named James died in 1783 and he did 
not leave a son named Charles, Mary the third orphan had children 
but they did not have the Cosby last name, finally the fourth 
orphan named Charles died in 1776 and I can find no evidence that 
he married or had children. This has forced me to return to 
Petersburg and New Kent County to try to find further information 
on CharlesS. 

During the above research process I accumulated a lot of 
information on the York County Cosbys and it seems a waste just 
to throw it away. At the same time I am not really interested in 
taking the time to publish a book and delay my research on 
Petersburg and New Kent. Therefore I have decided to make about 
ten copies of my notes and place them in places where future 
Cosby researchers are liable to go. In this way maybe I can help 
shorten their research without shortening mine. 

If you are a Cosby researcher looking for a Charles, God bless 
you because I have a completed a chart that shows 13 Charles 
Cosbys alive in the 1700's. If you are looking for a James or 
John Cosby it is only a little less confusing. But if you are 
looking for a Mark, Stripling or William Cosby history will be 
kinder to you. Whichever Cosby you are looking for enjoy it. 

We had our share of rogues but generally the Cosbys were sturdy, 
industrious and independent people, a family to be proud of. 
















A few comments about the organization of these notes: 


Section I is a list of Cosby emigrants that I can document at 
this time. Aside from Stradbally's John there were 
several others who could and probably did start a Cosby 
descendency. I have included Nathaniel and Thomas 
Causey because of the fluid spelling rules in the 
1600 's. 

Section II includes timelines by counties. I found this an easy 
way to add new information as I found it and still keep 
order. After several entries in a county a story began 
to appear. Many puzzles were resolved this way. Be 
careful though. These Cosbys, as I've said, were 
industrious and often worked and traveled in several 
counties during one life time. It was often a 
challenge to try and figure out if I was chasing the 
same man through several counties or if there were 
really two individuals. 

Section III is indispensable because it lists the films I read 
using the Charlotte Mormon Library on Hilliard Drive. 
Most important are the special numbers I gave each one 
of them which I later used as reference numbers in the 
timelines. Many thanks to Kitty Joiner and the long 
hours she volunteered so that those of us who were 
ancestor hunting could do our research. 

Section IV is the real meat of the matter. It is an annotated 
bibliography of my research to date and the Cosby 
information found in each entry. This is the section 
which may save you the most research time. However, 
let me caution you. I have been known to make 
mistakes! This is especially true because most of the 
transcribing from paper to computer occurred late at 
night or early morning. If you find information that 
is useful to you be sure to check the original and 
make sure that I noted it correctly.

COSBY EMMIGRANTS THAT I CAN DOCUMENT 


1 HENRY COSBY: Arrived Dec. 16, 1634. He was brought in by 
Hugh Cox. Documented in Early Virgini a Fami lies Along the James 
River by Foley (p.2) 


2. WILLIAM COSBY: Arrived April 20, 1687. He was brought by 
Henry Pruett of Henrico Co. Documented in Early Virqinia 
Families Along the James Rive r by Foley, (p. 28) 

3 . JOHN COSBY: Arrived Sept. 1654. Brought in by Robert Yeo of 
Westmorland Co. Documented in Virginia Pioneers Vol I p.292. 


4. CHARLES COSBY: Tradition has it he came on his own. He was 
born Sept. 12, 1525, was the third son of Alexander Cosby and 
Dorcas Sydney, married Mary Loftus in 1623, and had one son named 
John. Mary Loftus probably died within a year of the marriage. 
Charles comes to the Americas, stays awhile and then tradition 
has it he went back to England leaving John. 

John was born around 1623 in England and was 
brought to America by his father. John was a planter in York Co. 
where he died in 1696. He also owned land in King and Queen plus 
New Kent Co. John's wife is not known.

5 . NATHANIEL CAUSEY: Arrived April 20, 1608 on the ship 
"Phoenix". Documentation says that he was a House of Burgess 
member for Charles County (p. 21 & 95 of Vol I). This needs to 
be checked. Nathaniel gets 200 acres in Charles City in land 
patents of 1626 (p. 14 of Vol II). He lives on this land and it 
is called "Causey's Care". It's northern boundry is Walkins 
Creek, western boundry is Shirley Hundred and it is near Kimage 
Creek. Nathaniel and Mrs Thomasine (who arrived on the "Lyon" in 
1609) Cosby were listed at Shirley or West Hundred on the list of 
persons in Va.(p. 10 Vol II).

They are listed as male 
tithables above 21 years old. They are listed after the 
estate's name and before the slaves. Francis Firth pays 
his own tax. (Film #34) 

1788 Francis is no longer listed on the Personal Property Tax 
list. 

Samuel (a young man) is added to the "Estate" of Samuel 
Cosby's tithable list. He was born Nov. 10, 1768. 
However the fact that he was just added may mean he is 
just 16 and therefor born 1772. 


1791 William Firth, John Firth and Samuel Firth listed each 
separately and separately from the Samuel Cosby Estate 
listing. They must have become of age and/or inherited.

1830 Thomas Firth is still in Dinwiddie. 

"Mcbay" McCann has one male under 5, one (maybe himself) 
20 to 30 and one female 20 to 30. 


Beverly Drinkard has a male under 5, one 10 to 15 and a 
male (himself?) 30 to 40. Also one female 5 to 
10, one 20 to 30 and one 40 to 50. 

There is a Susan Cosby on the Census rolls. 

(Roll 196 p. 379) 

1837 Beverly Drinkard is appointed adminisistrator"of 

Susannah's estate Feb. 16th. The term 
"administrator" usually meant that the person 
died without a will.

York Countv Guardian Accounts ( Film # 11 p. 195/6 and

the Cosby orphans. I do not know which Ann Cosby. Ann 
Strippling Cosby is still alive. Wm. Fuller and John 
Peters are the accountants for the Charles Mary John 
and James orphans accounts. 

A Thomas Firth goes to York court because he owes a 
debt. Samuel Apperson drops the case. (Film # 18 2nd

All four are still on the orphan roll in 1757 but there 
is a strange entry for James. It says his "estate" 
pays for the services of Dr. Porterfield to cure a 
negro woman of the croup. Wm. Fuller and John Peters 
appear to be the lawyer/accountants for the orphans. 
These records are entered in August. Accounts for 
Charles and Mary paid to mother "Judith Wyttman". 

Fuller and Peters still doing the paying out and signing 
the report Looks like Judith has a new name for 2 years 
and is keeping the children while Fuller and Peters are 
keeping the books.
